The Tourist, a passenger steamer on the 
Calumet river, caught fire yesterday while 
running from Hammond, Ind., to Riverdale.

Hero of Aviation Meet Also Does 
Acrobatic Aerial Feats to 
Amuse Audience. 


Lincoln Beachey, the ster of Chicago's 
meet all during its nine days, closed the 
festiva) of flying yesterday as its hero. 

In addition to the final verification of his 
darograph figures showing that he had 
broken the world’s altitude record on 
Gay, giving him the center of the pret, 
was the frst man to go up against a thirty 
mile wind during the benefit for the widow 
of St. Croix Johnstone and he was the only 
one to perform aerial acrobatics in spite of 
the gale that blew alott. 

Not satisfied with his accomplishments 
@uring the Chicago meet he announced that 


Saturday determined to outdo himeelf and 
to establish a new height mark for rivals to 
climb after. He also is satisfied that he can 
elaborate one or two of his stunts with 
entire safety, as his knowledge of control 
becomes more inatinctive with every ascent. 

The final figures on Beachey's height 
showed that he was 11,642 feet above ground 
on Sunday when his gasoline gave out. Maj. 
Samuel Reber of the United States army, 
chairman of the contest committee of the 
Aero Club of America, is confident that they 
wil be recognized as breaking the record 
made by Capt. Felix, director of the French 
army school of aviation, on Aug. 5. 


Tells of Beachey’s Feat. 

“After every test and allowance has been 
made,“ he asserted, * the barograph showed 
that Beachey had reached a height of 8,548.5 
meters. I am confident that at that point 
hig gasoline gave out and he volplaned to 
the ground without power. The barograph 
showed that he climbed steadily and came 
down steadily at a sharper angte. The 
line on the record aheet goes straight up to 
ites highest point, and then directly down 
at an angle still more nearly the perpendicu- 
lar. 

He took about 1 hour and 48 minutes to 
go up and 12 minutes to come down. When 
he was at his highest point—about 6:48 p. m. 
—the temperature on the surface of the earth 
was 28 degrees oentigrade, and barometic 
Pressure Was 747 millimeters. At his height 
the temperature was 4 degrees centigrade 
and the pressure was 491 millimeters. On 
the surface the vaporization weight was 9.6 | 
millimeters. All of these factors were taken 
Into consideration in the final computation, 
and nothing more can be done. 

“I shall submit the finding to the board of 
governors of the Aero club of America imme- 
diately. The board will act upon it and then 
forward it to the secretary of the Federation 
Aeronautique Internationale, which will pass 
upon it at its next meeting, which is called 
for Oct. 12 in Rome. I am confident that 
Beachey’s feat will be 9 as a new 
world’s record.’ 


$10,000 Raised for Widow. 

The final figuring was done and the forma! 
approval of all the technical officials had 
been stamped upon it before Beachey made 
the first ascent. of the afternoon. A wind 
blowing thirty miles an hour from the south 
and swinging occasionally into the south- 
west, prevented the carrying out of the pro- 
gram, but about $10,000 was brought in for 
the aviator’s widow. 

At 3:80 when the fliers had planned to take 
to the air, Glenn Curtiss declared that the 
passenger carrying events would be impos- 
sible and that any flighte would be fool- 
hardy. Beachey said that he would wait a 
while to see if the wind would lessen, but 
that 
ditions. 

A few minutes after four he climbed into 
his machine and tested his engine and con- 
trols. Then he gave the signal for release. 
The Curtis® biplane feught its way slowly 
into the teeth of the wind to a rise and then 
climbed staggering into the air. Down the 
course Beachey steered, the guests catching 
his planes and swinging him from one side 


to the other. 


Also Does Spiral Glides, 

“J wouldn't go up again for $25,000,” he 
asserted while leaving his seat. That's the 
worst wind fight I ever had. It’s like a piece 
of cheese, full of holes, that you fall into, re- 
gain your control and then fall into again. 
‘Trice I thought I was gone, and when I was 
running with the wind, a single puff from 
behind would have thrown me over for- 
ward.” 

Notwithstanding this declaration he went 
up again after the wind had ‘Blackened 
slightly and Howard Gill in Frank T. Coffyn's 
Wright biplane had started his wrestling 
match with the wind. This time Beachey 
went high and at each end of the field per- 
formed spiral descents that almost turned 
the spectators’ hair gray. He dipped and 
flew along the ground for two more circuits 
and then dashed back to the aero sheds. 

C. P. Rodgers in a Wright and “Jimmie’”’ 
Werd in a Curties also made flighte which 
were unsensational except that Ward's en- 
gine stopped running as he drew along in 
front of the grand stand to give the crowd a 
closer sight of his machine and he was com- 
pelled to volpiane to the ground. 

Final Payments to Aviators, 

Final payments to the aviators were made 
yesterday when the terms of the guarantee 
of $2 a minute for the time each was in the 
air were carried out. Only in eleven in- 
stances did the provision that where the av- 
iator’s prize money did not exceed this sum 
he would be paid $120 an hour prove of any 
value to the fliers.

[ATWOOD LOST HIGH IN AIR 


Strays Off Course to Fly to Au- 
burn and Almost Misses It. 


MAKES ONLY FORTY MILES. 


Miles West of Syracuse. 


Syracuse, N. T., Aug. 21.—Lost with his 
aeroplane in trying to fly from Lyons, N. T., 
to Auburn, twenty-five miles distant, Harry 
N. Atwood, the Boston aviator who is flying 
from St. Louis to New York, wandered about 
in the air for almost an hour late this after- 
noon, and finally was forced by darkness to 
land in an unexpected spot five miles west of 
Syracuse. 

The delay caused a serious setback in the 
attempt which the aviator is making to break 
the world's record in cross country aeroplane 
fiying. 

Atwood ascended at Lyons with the pur- 
pose of flying in an air line, ninety-eight 
miles, to Utiea before night. Just after he 
started he decided to detour from the course 
which he followed along the tracks of the 
New Tork Central railroad and cut across 
country, to give the crowds at Auburn an 
opportunity to see him. 


Circles Aimlessly in Air, 

But later, over the farm lands, he lost his 
bearings, and not wishing to alight he kept 
circling about, hoping to pick out Auburn. 
Over villages and lonely farm houses he wan- 
dered. without avelt. 

Meanwhilé great uneasiness was felt as 
tc his fate by thousands of people who waited 

parks and on housetops to see him at 
use and Utica. Anxious messages 
were sent over the telegraph wires, but word 
ame back that after leaving Lyons he had 
ventured off bis course to the southward and 
nothing later had been seen of him. The 
usual ten minute reports of his progress 
were lacking. No telegraph or telephors 
communication could be had with the farm 
houses im the country over which he had 
dinappeared. — 

It wes 4:24 m. when Atwood left Lyons 
At 6:20 p. m. he suddenly appeared over 
Auburn and landed there. Fearful of again 
being loat, since he was away from his regu- 
lar course, Atwood did not venture away 
from Auburn until 6:6 p. m., when he 
ascended, uncertain as to his destination. 

At wood said that in today’s wanderings he 
had flown at least seventy-five miles, but 


| could elaim for his record; only the forty 


niles between Lyons and Belle Istand. His 
total fying time was 1 hour and 28 minutes. 
t was the most exciting experience in the 
atr I ever had, said Atwood. After ascend- 
ing at Lyons I looked at the map and con- 
cluded I could find my way to Auburn, where 
I knew a lot of people would be disappointed 
if they did not see the aeroplane. 


Feared for Ghsoline Supply. 

“I had gone ten miles, perhaps, when, 
away from the railroad tracks, I was com- 
pletely at a loss to know where Auburn was. 
There was not a sign or a road or anything 
to indicate the direction. 

“TI kept on going, sometimes rising to a 
high altitude in a hope of seein gthe town 
from afar. The more I went the more con- 
fused I became. Soon my gasoline began to 
run low and I knew if I landed out there 
I might be miles from a new supply. 

„Finally I shot off at a tangent south- 
ward, and in a short-time to my great joy 
I beheld what I took to be the buildings of 
Auburn penitentiary. A few minutes later 
I landed there. The reason I didn't leave Au- 
burn sooner was that there were such crowds 
there, without sufficient police protection, 
that I had to fight the people back. 

“T got into the air again as soon as possi- 
ble, determined to make Utica without stop- 
ping. Just west of Syracuse darkness over- 
took me and I had to land. 

“ Bomorrow I will disregard all scheduled 
landing places and will attempt to fly as far 
as Albany, 163 miles, by way of Syracuse 
and Utica.” 

Atwood to Lose $500. 

Utica, N. T., Aug. 21.—The Boosters’ club, 
which arranged with Atwood to stop here, 
has canceled the $500 prize offered and has 
issued a statement charging the aviator with 
not living up to his agreement to come direct- 
ly. to Utica from Lyons, barring accidents. 
The police estimate that 25,000 persons await- 
ed the aviator at the place selected for land- 
ing.

little red brick courthouse at the crossroads 
here when Henry Clay @eattie Jr. of North 
Richmond answered Not guilty to the in- 
dictment charging him with the murder of 
his wife Loulse Owen Beattie, which opened 
the trial at which his life is at stake. 

Before Judge Walter A. Watson declared 
court adjourned at 5:30 o’clock this after- 
noon twelve provisional jurors had been seat- 
ed to the left of the little box which is the 
judge's bench, and the whole venire of thirty- 
two talesmen had been exhausted. 

While Sheriff Gill and his essistants ride 
through the piny woods tomorrow serving 
subpeenas for a new panel upon the farmers 
of Chesterfield court will stand perforce ad- 
journed, so the judge announced at the'close 
of the day. 

According to the custom. of the Virginia 


courts sixteen men who have accepted chal-- 


lenges for cause are placed m the jury box 
and then the defense has to exercise the 
right to serve peremptory challenges to weed 
the number out to twelve.

Chicago Surgeon Invents Forceps 
to Handle Needle. 


TO HASTEN OPERATIONS. 


Method Will Lessen Danger. 


Instead of being “sewed up” by hand on 
operating tables, future sufferers from ap- 
pendicitis may fight out their troubles on 3 
surgical] “sewing machine” 

Dr. D. Wyliys Andrews of Chicago has 
invented an apparatus designed to automati- 

ly repair surgical incisions. Two pages 
are devoted to it in this week's issue of the 
Journal of the American Medical Associa- 
tion. 

To Close Incisions Automatically. 

For some years Dr. Andrews experimented 
unsuccessfully with a shuttle device for the 
sewing up of wounds. His present invention 
consists of a pair of forceps, which do away 
altogether with handling of the needle and 
thread by the operator. 

The inventor expects it to facilitate and 
hasten operations. The sodher a wound can 
be closed, he explains, the sooner a patient 
can be released from the dangers of ether. 


Improves Use of Forceps, 

There are other devices of the kind,“ Dr. 
Andrews said last night. My invention Is 
nothing particularly novel. Fora long time 
surgeons have been trying to find some way 
of closing incisions which would be faster 
than the hand methods. My invention only 
increases the scope of the forceps used in 
operations. Instead of merely holding the 
wound closed, the forceps also do the sew- 
ing

REVIVES TWO HOURS LATER. 


Charles Calls Champion’s Punch Easy

Chartes Johnson, a brother of Jack Johnson, 
the world’s champion heavyweight pugilist, 
was the victim of a mysterious assault yes- 
terday afternoon. He was unconscious for 
two hours after being taken to St. Luke's 
hospital. The physicians said they would be 
unable to determine until this morning 
Whether he suffered a fracture of the skull. 

When Johnson revived, he told the police 
that he believed he was struck by a negro 
with whom he had trouble a few days ago. 
He said he was hit from behind and did not 
get a view of his as: llant. Witnesses to the 
assault told the Twenty-second street police 
that it was a negro who struck Johnson. It 
is thought the assallant used knuckles. 

Johnson was walking in Sixteenth street 
between State street and Wabash avenue 
when he was attacked. His assailant sprang 
from an alley and felled him with a blow 
on the head. 


Unable to Explain Assault. 

The Twenty-second street police were no- 
tified and Johnson was taken to St. Luke's 
hospital. It was feared for a time that he 
could not be restored to consciousness. Rela- 
tives of the victim were notified and hurried 
to the hospital. None of them was able to 
give the police a clew te the mysterious as- 
gallant. 

At T o'clock in the evening Johnson re- 
vived. Owing to his dazed condition he was 
unable to give the police any information 
until an hour later. 

“I dont know whether it was a white man 
or a negro who struck me,“ he said, but I 
know of no enemies except one, a colored 
man. We quarreled last Thursday and it 
may have been that he laid for me and 
got me. 

Hs sure got me all right. When that trfp- 
hammer swing hit me I went down in a 
heap. That's all I remember. I don't know 
the name of the fellow I had trouble with 
but my brother Jack hasn't got anything on 
him. 


Harder Blow than Jack’s, 

“I saw forty million stars. Jack has hand- 
ed me some pretty hot ones, but the blow 
that put me out would win a world’s cham- 
pionship.” 

Johnson recently returned from England, 
where he acted in a sort of managerial capac- 
ity for his brother. Since hig return he has 
been looking after a lot of the champion’s 
business. 

Last winter Johnson was hit by a street 
car at Twenty-sixth street and Wentworth 
avenue and his right leg was broken in two 
places. He was compelled to lie in a hospital 
for two monthe before he recovered suff- 
ciently to go about. .

CONTRACT PLANS HALTED 


Trustees Fight. Scheme to Pre- 
vent Work Until All Right 
of Way Is Purchased. 


President Thomas A. Smyth of the drainage 
board bas a plan to add an unnecessary 
$1,000,000 to the cost of the Calumet-Sag 
canal. This estimate of waste was made by 
George Wisner, chief engineer of the district. 

Mr. Smyth's scheme, according to Mr. Wis- 
ner, will require nine years to complete the 
canal. By a businesslike handling of the 
project the chief enginéer estimates that five 
years u sufficient. 

The menace to health, which annually is 
becoming more serious and widespread, will 
continue an added four year period unless 
the board overrides the policy of its president. 
Chairman Clark will have a meeting of his 
engineering committee tomorrow with that 
end in view. 


Would Delay Opening Work. 
It is the president's policy that no contract 
for any part of the canal shall be ewarded 
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before the complete right of way has been 
purchased by the district. \Mr. Clark, other 
trustees, and the engineer desire to let ebn- 


right of way is obtained to make contract 
work feasible. 

It is criminal negligence unnecessarily 
to délay the digging of that canal, sald Mr. 
Clark yesterday. The water supply of 500, 
000 residents of Chicago is being polluted by 
sewage which flows out of the Calumet rivor. 
By digging a channel from the Calumet river 
to the main branch of the drainage canal the 
current in the river can be reversed and there- 
by epidemics of typhoid fev er and other dis- 
easés can be prevented.” 


Blocks Award of Contract. 

President Smyth and his obstructing minor- 
ity have been effectually blockading the 
awarding of a contract on section the 
first part of the canal right of way ready for 
‘work—for more than two months. Mr. Smyth 
has been objecting because ot his right of 
way policy. Trustee Sullivan has been pro- 
testing because of an error of slight, if any, 
importance in. estimates of the engineers. 
Trustee Hazard has these ane other reasons 
fer objecting. 

In connection with the . to award this 
contract President Smyth made known his 
policy of delay. He has instructed the chief 
engineer not to prepare for any contract until 
the right of why is purchased. The engineer 
considers the president’s policy such a mis- 
take in judgment that he has appealed tothe 
engineering committee for a ruling. 


Adds 1244 Per Cent to Cost. 

In his appeal he says the president's policy 
will add about 12% per cent to the cost of the | 
entire improvement. The improvement con- 
templates sixteen miles of channel and eight 
miles of river improvement. The estimate of 
the cost its as follows:

Urges Contracts for This Summer. 

In opposing the president's idea because of 
the time element Mr. Wisner has written the 
committee: 

“The only way in which this work can be 
hurried along is to let contracts as fast as 
sufficient right of way is obtained on any sec- 
tion. It may be reasonably expected that the 
balance of the right of way for any particular 
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| ing on the section. af contraate are let this 
summer it will materially reduce the time 
spent in the construction of this channel. 
If, however, no contracts dre let until all the 
right of way is obtained, in my opinion it will 
take in the neighborhood of four years longer 
to constrict the channel than it would if the 
contracts were let as stated above. 


Cites North Side Channel. , 

I have the experience obtained tn the con- 
struction of the north shore channel. The 
first piece of right of way of this channel was 
obtained in June, 1907, and the last piece in 
June, 1910, three years later. But the chan- 
nel was completed so that water could be let 
into it in November, 1010,‘or only four or five 
months after the last piece of right of way 
was purchased.” 
Mr. Wisner states that ff President Smyth's 
policy had been followed with reference to 
the north shore channel it would yet be two 
years before water could be turned into it. 
In the Wilmette and Evanston ditch there 
were 196 different owners of the right of way 
over a length of about eight miles. Mf. Wis- 
ner continues: 
The Calumet-Sag channel is over twice as 
long ard there are 417 different ownerships, 
including six railroad crossings. Now it is 
reasonable to assume that if it took the dis- 
trict three years to purchase the right of way 
for the north shore channel with 196 owner~ 
ships that it willtake at least five years to ob- 
tain the right of way for the Calumet-Sag 
channel with 417 ownerships.”’ 


Four Years to Build Canal. 

The engineer asserts it will take four years 
after that period to dig the canal and turn in 
the water, while by his plan all the work 
could be completed in five years. 
** This added time, reads the engineer’s let- 
ter,” has a direct bearing upon the expense 
of building this channel. The additional in- 
terest charge will amount to about $760,000 
more. In addition to this there are the engi- 
neering and incidental expenses, which will 
amount to considerably more, if it takes 
nine years instead of five. So it will probably 
cost in the neighborhood of $1,000,000 more 
in interest and other charges to construct this 
channel if nine years are used in its construc- 
tion instead of five.” 
The district's legal department has asserted 
that the.plan followed on the north shore 
channel is legal. 
President Smyth is away on a short vaca- 
tion so that it was impossible to get his rea- 
sons in detail for his policy.

Hnes except the London and Northeastern, 
the board of trade was ocoupied all today in an 
endeavor to reach an amicable errangement 
between the employée of this line and the 
managers, and in trying to settle the strike 
of the sem trader It was announced to- 
night that both these controversies are now 
in line for early adjustment. 

After all day negotiations, the committee 
which had charge of the railway labor trou- 
bles at Manchester declared the strike closed. 
The dispute between 2,500 non-rallwa cart- 
| ers and their employers is still unsettled, and 
they remain on strike. 


See Wage Raise $40,000,000 a Year. 

The government and the railway compa- 
| nies alike expect @ general increase in wages. 
The men demand a minimum wage of 7.80 a 
week, If this is conceded the wages bill of 
the companies will be swelled 640 000 000 4 
year. If the Increase-is to be met by raising 
fares the third class rate of a penny a mile 
must be increased. The general effect may 
be calculated on the basis of §1 fares being 
increased to $1.26. 

King George today telegraphed his con- 
gratulation to Premier Asquith, David 
Lioyd-George, chancellor of the exchequer, 
and Sydney Buxton, president of the board 
of trade, on the settlement of the railway 
strike. The king’s message to Mr. Lioyd- 
George said: 

“I am glad to hear that it was largely 
due to your energy and skill that the settle- 
ment was brought about. I heartily congrat- 
ulate you and feel that the whole country 
will de most grateful to you for averting a 
most disastrous calamity. It has caused me 
the greatest possible anxiety.”

summarily to deport a foreigner whose con- 
duct shall be considered detrimental to the 
interest of a country.

The opponents of the administration, how- 
ever, declare thére is nothing analogous in 
the case of Pennino and the Villeverdes, the 
elder Villaverde having been a highly em 
teemed resident of Cuba for nearly afty 
years, while Pennine came here from New 
York, where he was refused permission to 
land on the ground thet he was a man 
anarchist. Moreover, they say, Pennino, as 
goon eas he landed in Cuba, began a cam- 
paign of sedition against the government 


Spanish Minister Holds Aloof. 

The Spanish minister is standing aloof 
from the controversy. He says he has made 
no representations to his home government, 
desiring first to ascertain all the facts and 
also to decide whether the Cuban govern- 
ment is acting with its international! rights. 

A few minutes before the departure of the 
Spanish steamer Alfonso XIII. on which the 
Villaverdes were deported, Gen. Freyro 
Andrade, former secretary of the interior, 
and Antonio Gonzales Lanuza, the conserva- 
tive leader of the house, applied for writs 
of habeas corpus on behalf of the men, but

CHICAGO POSTAL 
BANK HAS RECORD 


Daily Deposits Equal First 


Day’s; Exceed New York, 
Boston, and St. Louis. 


PLAN TO OPEN) EVENINGS. 


Directors Recommend Extension 
of Hour to 8 P. M.; Other 
Banks Not Hurt. 


Although tn the first twelve days of opere- 
tion deposits in the Chicago Postal Gavings 
bank were double those of New York, four 
times those of Boston, and five times those 
of St. Louis, the other three first class cities 
in which the banks have been established, 
lecal authorities do not believe the opening 
wes more favoreble than later days will 
prove. In fact, deposits since that period 
have kept up at approximately the same rate 
with no indication of diminution. 

A big jump in the amount is expected to 
follow an innovation thet wild probably be 
made in early falli—the opening of the bank 
through until 8 p,m. A recommendation of 
this nature has already been made and orders 
will probably be issued shortly. 


Longer Hours to Help ‘Workers. 

The effect of the night opening can be a- 
ferred from the fact that with the present 
hours a large proportion of Chicago's popula- 
tion is in effect debarred from depositing. A 
goodly amount of the money deposited by for- 
eigners comes in during the late hours of at- 
urday afternoon, and fs mainly that of work- 
men unable to come to the loop on weekdays. 
There are thousands who cannot come Satur- 
day afternoon. There are few day workers 
who cannot get to the federal building by 8 
p. M any day. \ 


Other Banks Not Hurt. 

Investigation has shown e few interesting 
‘points, among them are the facts that there 
are just about as man tive born Ameri- 
cans depositors as those of foreign birth and 
the proportion of depositors who are or have 
been depositing in state or national banks is 
almost negligible. The first point indicates 
a strong liking for the bank by native Amer- 
ans, The opening of the night bank is ex- 
pected to bring many more foreigners into the 
books. The second point indicates that little 
is being lost by the established banking Insti- 
tutiona—or in other words that the discarded 
family teapot is the only bank that is feeling 
competition severely. ; 

For the first twelve days aggregate de- 
posits in Chicago were $106,316; in New York, 
$53,029; in Boston, $26,722, and in St. Louis, 
$19,981.

Strange tidings stepped off the Prins 
Friedrich Wilhelm yesterday in New York 
when the effulgence which we know and re- 
vere as the Honorable Colonel James Ham- 
ilton Lewis again planted a radiant foot on 
the grateful soil of a free nation and opened 
his bag of world’s news to see what he 
might have to interest the folk at home. 

A very Santa Claus of tidings is our 
@olonel. He travels afar on the reindeers 
of his fancy and comes riding home with 
strange things from distant lands. Here is 
something to slip into the expéctant stock-

“The whole Spanish nation is alive with 
the proposition that the United States is to 
return to Spain the Philippine islands, and 
possibly Porto Rico, as reimbursement for 
the war into which Spain is supposed by 
her people to have been forced unjustly. 
The politicians are appealing to the people 
on these lines, and the country is greatly 
agitated.” 

Just a sample to show what the colonel 
is bringing home for us. Probably tomor- 
row’s sun will rise the brighter in that 
traveling with it out of the east will come 
the effulgence with the wings of Mercury 
and the beard of Jove. 


GOMEZ AND THE EDITORS. 

Some Cuban editors believe, or pretend to 
believe, that President Gomez has been 
guilty of grafting and other misdeeds. 
What they would call a sense of duty to the 
public compels them to make these charges 
frequently in strong Spanish in their edito- 
rial columns. They have thereby laid them- 
selves open to civil and criminal prosecu- 
tion. 

It is not thus, however, that Gomes or the 
Gomez family deals with those who speak 
evil of dignitaries. The other day the presi- 
dent’s son armed himself with magazine pis- 
tols, went to the restaurant where one edi- 
torial traducer was eating, and opened fire 
on him. That is a method of replying to 
editorial charges not unknown in this coun- 
try. Editor Carmack of Memphis was its 
last victim. 

But young Gomes did not kill his man, 
and his father has adopted a different style 
of treatment of hostile editors. He has just 
shipped ¢wo of them back to Spain whence 
they came. There appears to be no legal 
warrant for this. Cuba has no law like the 
alien and sedition law of John Adams’ day, 
under which an undesirable alien could be 
shipped out of the country by executive 
order. But if President Gomez did not have 
a law, he had the police. 

There is to be a presidential election in 
Ouba next year, and Gomes hopes to be his 
Own successor. It is doubtful whether he 
Will help himself by his arbitrary methods. 
They create the impression that there is 
some basis of truth to the charges against 
him. But a prudent editor would not re- 
peat them lest he be shot at or deported. 


A NEEDLESS H.“ 

The simplified spelling board should be 
disturbed by a recent performance of the 
geographic board. While the one is trying 
to make spelling easier the other is trying 
to make it harder. It is one of the duties 
of the last named board to determine, 
change, and fix place names within the 
United States and its insular possessions. 
It has used the authority vested in it to de-

THE SPECIAL SESSION. 

Congress is to adjourn today. All its 
members will rejoice at the escape from the 
heat end hamidity of Washington. One 
important question has been left in abey- 
ance which should have been acted upon. 
That is the constitutional amendment for 
the direct election of senators. It is sleep- 
ing in conference. The suggestion that each 
state should be allowed to decide for itself 
between electing its senators as now or by 
direct vote should have been accepted and 
the subject disposed of as far as congress is 
concerned. 

But the special session has been so frult- 
ful in good results that there should be no 
harping on sins of omission. The reciproe- 
ity agreement with Canada, to consider 
which congress was convened, has been rati- 
fied. A new eampaign publicity law which 
should be productive of good has been enact- 
ed. The terms on which Arizona and New 
Mexico can enter the union have been pre- 
scribed. The membership of the next house 
of representatives has been determined and 
state legislatures have their work cut out 
for them. 

That sums up the important effective work 
of the session. Its ineffective work con- 
cerned the tariff, More courageous than 
President Cleveland, President Taft vetoed 
tariff bills he did not approve of. The sub- 
ject will come up in December to the exelu- 
sion of all others. It will be settled then, 
and settled right. 

Ot the numerous investigations started 
by the house of representatives nous has 
been concluded. Some of them are likely to 
be mere water hauls, but others are bring- 
ing to light interesting and importa at facts. 

The special session has done more and 
better work than many thought it would 
last April. 


THE RIGHTS OF PEDESTRIANS. 

The automobile has been on the road long 
enough to give the courts much business 
and to add to the number of law books 
“The Law of Motor Vehicles” is the title 
of a 700 page volume in which is to be found 
the law as it has been set forth in the de- 
cisions of federal and state courts. All 
who have to do with motor vehicles should 
read it and thus learn what things are law- 
ful for them and what are not. 

There are some passages in the book 
which are of interest to the pedestrian, for 
they specify what he has a right to expect 
of the motor car driver. 

“In addition to sounding a eignal of 
warning, the driver is bound to reduce the 
speed of his vehicle, and if a collision is 
imminent he must bring it to a stop, and he 
must not take chances of the pedestrian 
getting out of the way. Nor does the duty 
to stop arise only where a collision is threat- 
ened; it exists in every case where a pedes- 
trian may be placed in a position of danger 
by the vehicle continuing its course, 

“A pedestrian has an equal right upon 
a crosswalk with the driver of a motor ve- 
hicle, and he has a right to expect that the 
driver, by operating the car at a controllable 
speed, will avoid running him down while 
he is on his original course along the street.” 

In approaching and passing a street car 
standing at a regular stopping place, it is the 
duty of the driver to exercise very great 
care. He must change the course of his 
automobile so as to pass the car at a dis- 
tance, reduce the speed of the vehicle, or 
even bring it to a stop. And if he passes 
rapidly by the street car he is guilty of 
negligence. 

The pedestrian should learn his rights. 
Where he has been injured by the negligence 
of a driver he can recover damages. There 
would be more suits if pedestrians were 
better informed.

A MARE’S NEST. 

The new Anglo-Japanese treaty contains 
a provision the old one did not. It is that 
when Japan is at war with a nation with 
which Great Britain has a genera! arbitra- 
tion treaty like the one now before the sen- 
ate, it is not to go to the ald of its ally. 

It has been assumed that this change 
was a purely English idea—that it was made 
so that if there were to be war between the 
United States and Japan, England could 
keep out of it without violating treaty obli- 
gations. The “true inwardness” of this 
change has been revealed by the Chicago 
Federation of Labor. There is nothing 
from a lunch box to a treaty which can es- 
cape it and on which it cannot throw light. 

It appears that the modification of the 
Anglo-Japanese treaty was in reality the 
work of American capitalists. They 
brought it about as the first step towards 
securing an arbitration treaty with Japan. 
That treaty would in some unexplained way 
open the door to coolie labor which it is 
alleged the capitalists are after. With the 
door open American labor would be ruined. 

The feferation of labor wou'd block 
that game. It would defeat the ratification 
of the arbitration treaty with Great Britain. 
Then if Japan and the United States were 
to go to war, Great Britain would be obliged 
to help out its ally. The American fleet 
would have its hands full. Japan would 
give a vote of thanks to the federation of 
| labor for playing its game. 


: A LESSON FROM THE PRIMER,

It satisfied, so far as this vicinity is con- 
cerned, the natural desire to see the new ac 
eomplishments. 

It may be that the two young men who 
lost their lives were not sacrifices in vain. 
Death frequently is the price of knowledge, 
and the accidents which marred the exhibi- 
tion and the contests may have their value 
in emphasizing the dangers of operation or 
weaknesses of machines. 

The hundreds of thousands of spectators 
who saw the performances of the aviators 
have a broader horizon as the result of this 
opportunity given them. If the exhibition 
have no other consequence this one alone 
Ww be justification to the men who guar- 
anteed and who will have to meet part of 


its expenses, . . 


SOUTH CHICAGO’S IDLE RICH. 

Mr. H. Robert Fowler's exposure of the 
state of things in the circles of the idle 
rich in South Ohicago would have been less 
effective had this honorable member of 
copgress from the Twenty-fourth Llinols 
district been content to give his honorable 
colleagues information which he came by 
merely from hearsay. ö 

Our honored friend, Mr. James R. Mann, 
might have defended his constituency 


against the attacks of a wanton ranter, mis- 


erably exposing his ignorance as he betrayed 
his malice, but even our keen and agile 
friend could but sit and blush as Mr. Fowler 
demonstrated the hollow mockery of the 
lives of the idle rich in South Chicago. Mr. 
Fowler had his facts, Mr. Mann his blushes. 

Mr. Fowler himself attended the birth- 
day party of.the idle rich which aroused 
the stern anger of a strong, manly nature. 
He himself saw the procession of pampered 
dogs and the duck which held up the train 
of the canine aristocrat in whose honor the 
party was given. He saw one of the human 
guests throw a handful of corn to the duck 
the idle rich of South Chicago carry corn 
in their pockets—he saw the duck break up 
the party; he saw it fly away with the dia- 
mond. This information he did not have 
from some careless gossiper or from some 
unreliable publication, but from observa- 
tion. 

No wonder Mr. Mann blushed and kept 
his seat. 

The idle rich of South OChicago—how 
empty are their lives! They work but ten 
or twelve hours a day in the steel mills, and 
then give themselves over to frivolity and 
light living, indulging their luxurious ap- 
petites, sending a can or a pitcher for re- 
freshments, and dancing to the tune of the 
wanton barrel organ. 

Well may Mr. Fowler despatr of the ro- 
public and challenge Mr. Mann’s right to 
speak in the councils of the nation. 


A NEW PHASE OF COL. ROOSEVELT. 

Col. Roosevelt, to whom congratulations 
have been extended, is entering, with un- 
knowing feet, a new period in his important 
and consequential life. Grandfathers are 
true conservatives.

OF REUSS, 
whose death has just taken place sud- 
denly on board @ train while on his 
wey to Bad-Kissingen, was in the 

following the death of his morganatic wife 
ended by ging about softening of the 
brain to such a degree tha: his physicians 
notified his ministers that he had become In- 
capable of continuing to act as regent of 
Reuss-Greis. 

He had at the time of his marriage to his 
morganatic-wife in 1800 surrendered the reins 
of government of his own sovereignty of 
Reuss-Gera to his eldest son, Prince Henry 
XX VIL of Reuss, who ever since that time 
has been acting es regent of Reuss-Gera 
and who, when his father became non. com- 
pos mentis three years ago, assumed also 
the regency of Reuss-Greis, thus uniting both 
principalities under ene regency. 

Prince Henry XXVII., therefore, now be- 
comes, through his fathers aeath, sovereign 
prince of Reuss-Gera, but remains only 
regent of Reuss-Greis. The reason for this 
is that the nominal ruler of Reuse-Greiz— 
namely: Piince Henry XXIV.—is Still alive. 


But he is completely imbecile, as well as 


blind, deaf, and dumb, and, therefore, for- 
ever incapable of reigning.

The father and predecessor of this royal 
imbecile was an eccentric individual who 
was to autocratic that he would not allow a 
house to be bullt in hie capital or @ tree to be 
cut down without his sanction, and who in- 
sisted upon personally administering birch- 
ings and canings te the public schoo! children 
condemned to that punishment by their 
teachers, on the ground that, as the father of 
his country, he alone was qualified for the 
task.

The new sovereign of Reuss-Gera and re- 
gent of Reuss-Grelz, Prince Henry XXVII., 
is married to Princess Elise of Hohenlohe 
and is a genera) in the Prussian army, in 
which he received his military training in 
the hussar regiment of the guard, which Em- 
peror William oommanded prior to his acces- 
siom to the throne. Thi Prince Henry and 
the kaiser are not only former regimental] 
comrades, therefore, but are likewise warm 
friends, and all the former antagonism be- 
tween the courts of Reuss-Greis and Berlin 
has passed away. 

It may sound strange that the nonmor- 
ganatic son and successor of Prince Henry 
XIV., sovereign of Reuss-Gera, should be 
styled Prince Henry XXVIL But this is due 
to the odd methods of numbering the male 
members of the two houses of Reuss, all of 
whom bear the name of Henry with a Roman 
numeral after it to distinguish them one from 
another. The custom of numbering them 
dates from the fifteenth century. 

In the year 1707 each of the two branches 
namely: Reuss Greiz and Reuss-Gera—start- 
ed out with a fresh series of numbers. In 
the older line—namely: that of Reuss-Greiz— 
this has gone on unbroken up to the present 
Insane, deaf, dumb, and blind sovereign of 
Reuss-Greiz, Prince Henry XIV., the only 
surviving male member of the senior branch, 
which will on hie demise become extinet. 
But in the younger branch, of which the new 
sovereign of Reuss-Gera, Prince Henry 
XXVII. is the head, the male scions have 
been so numerous that a special rule had to 
be made to begin a fresh series of numbers 
witb each century. >

There were no less than forty-seven Princes 
Henry of Reuss of this line born in the nine- 
teenth century, the two sons of Prince Henry 
XXVIL being known respectively as Prince 
Henry XLII. and Prince Henry XLV. It wil! 
be noticed that these numbers are not con- 
secutive. That is because Prince Henry 
XLIV. was the son of a cousin. 4 

Thus far there is only ene male scion of tha 
house of Reuss who has beem born since 
the beginning of the present century. He 
came into the world last fall as son of Prince 
Henry XXXIV. and is known as Prince 
Henry I. 

I may add that I knew yeare ago, 18 a 
ehild, an old Prince of Reuss whose name 
was followed by the Roman numeral] LXXIV. 
and who had been born in the closing years of 
the eighteenth century, a century which had 
been particularly prolifle in Reusses. He died 
in Dresden about the time of the outbreak 
of the Franco-German war. 

It may be recalled that the pecullar nomen- 
clature of these princes aroused the wrath 
of Thomae Carlyle. In his Frederick the 
Great he speaks of these strange Reusses, 
who always call themselves Henry and who 
now amount to Henry Highty and odd, with 
side branches likewise called Henry, whose 
pomenciature is the despair of mankind and 
worse than that of the Naples lazzaroni, 
who, candidly, have no names.”

King Victor Emmanuel, like his fathe 
King Humbert, before him, deserves to be 
held up to the admiration of the world for 
his scrupulous regard for what he considers 
to be obligations of honor. King Humbert, 
it may be remembexd, went to the most 
extraordinary lengths to pay off the enor- 
mous debts contracted by his father, some 
of them obligations that he would have had 
every right to repudiate either because they 
represented usury and sometimes worse or 
else because they were obligations which 
could be classed as of an immoral) character. 

He also went out of his way to bestow an- 
nuities upon indigent members of the Nea- 
politan branch of the house of Bourbon. Be- 
sides this, he repeatedly paid the debts of 
his terrfbly extravagant sister, Queen Maria 
Pia of Portugal.

She had in her possession when she suo- 
cumbed some fine jewels to the value of 
$500,000, most of them gifts of her Italian rei- 
atives and of historic value to the sovereign 
house of Savoy, especially a diamond neck- 
lace, estimated to be worth $150,000.

WHY COMPANY WAS NOT 
ASSESSED. 

Ohicago, Aug. 18.—[To the Friend of the 
People.J—I wish you would advise me 
through the Friend of the People why, in 
laying the assessment for the paving of For- 
ty-fifth avenue between Milwaukee avenue 
and Irving Park boulevard for macadam 
paving, the Chicago, Milwaukee and Bt. 
Paul railway, which has something over 
400 feet of frontage represented along its 
tracks, was not assessed more than the 
meager sum of $200 for such paving. Also 
whether the erty owners are to pay for 
this frontage, course I know that this 
paving has been pos or, rather, 
knocked out for a better grade of pavement, 
but we hope to have our street paved before 
another year, and if possible all those own- 
ing property proportionately assessed. 

Does benefit to property constitute a right 
to lay assessment on that property? If so 
the C., M. and St. P. cannot claim no bene- 
fit, especially compared with other prop- 
erty owners. There is no station between 
Chicago and Milwaukee except Fox Lake 
that has anything like the passenger traffic 
that Grayland has, and e!! passengers leav- 
ing the car line of Irving Park boulevard are 
forced to go over the entire length of this 
paving system to reach the Grayland station 
on the C., M. and St. P., and it is no uncom- 

thing to see 500 people at one time 
— 4 north from this station on Forty- fifth 
avenue to car lines north. Not only are 
they unwilling to stand their share of the 
paving, but they have failed to provide even 
concrete walks alongside their property for 
such passengers.

No Bodyguard for Umpire. 

There seem to be very proper regulations as to 
the choice of umpires, and this seeme a most 
onerous position, but the umpire does not seem to 
go about with a bodyguerd like an English football 
referee. Despite the blood being fired just as much 
at baseball as at the bigger ball game played with 
the feet, the manners of baseball must be better.

Of the many periods of excitement I remember 
the last inning. which, ae I have mentioned, was, 
of course, the greatest. In the midst of it I was 
asked for a match. One might as well have a con- 
sultation with one’s architect during a siege or 
asking a drowning man what the time was. Some 
men are extraordinary. I regret there is no racing 
to be seen here. It ie the best sport of all, but 
perhaps never produced more thrilling moments 
than the game I saw today. Now I understand 
where men who care to live“ here can get their 
meature of excitement. It is that which produces 
the light and shade of our natures. 


Action Quicker than Cricket. 

I do not wonder when seeing baseball that 
cricket has not caught on here. Its slowness is 
against the national témperament. They would 
not walt three days as we do to know the result 
of any game. There is no intermission, either, 
or long intervals for meals—luncheon and tea—nor 
an objectionable long walt of twenty minutes to 
half an hour while the turf is rolled between in- 
nings. 

There ie @ great camaraderie existing between 
cricketers, whether opponents on not. I don't 
know whether the same obtains here among base- 
ball professionals; I suppose it does, at all events 
off the field. 

The game of baseball is, as it should be, a lucra- 
tive business, but I am pleased to hear there is 
no wage limit, as among professional footballers 
in England. A man should be worth as much as 
he can attract. After all professional ball games 
are a spectacle and the public will not pay to see 
second and third raters. §S0 why should not a 
man in his limited athletic career be paid greater 
money? It is an incentive for him to become a 
star artist and makes it possible for him to pro- 
vide for his old age when he is taking that rest 
he must eventually seek. For baseball must burn 
up more or less surely a man’s physical and 
nervous forge. 

New York beat Chi today, and Chicago has 
beaten New York before, Which shows the glorious 
uncertainty of the game. This is where the ex- 
ecitement of baseball m always be maintained.

There appeared to be less urgency about the 
selling than was the case with much of the 
liquidation which occurred prior to the re- 
covery which set in Thursday, but prices 
yielded rather easily and did not show much 
resiliency. There was a recovery after the 
morning decline, but, before the close, the 
decline set in again and in some of the lead-

lowest of the day. 

Trading was lighter than on most of the 
days of last week, and the downward move- 
ment was not as general as on most of the 
recent days, when the market has been weak. 


: United States Steel Drops. 

Despite the 3% net decline in Union Pacific 
and losses approximating two points In sev- 
eral other important railroad stocks and a 
loss of 1% points in United States Steel, it 
did not appear that the pressure upon the 
market was by any means as great as during 
the selling which recently forced prices down 
to the lowest figures of the year, and from 
which there had been only moderate recov- 
ery before today’s reaction. 

Outside buying of etocks, however, continued 
light and the market showed that it was not in a 
position in the face of renewed bear operations and 
some further selling of long stock to retain the 
moderate improvement which occurred toward the 
close of last week. 

The settlement of the British labor troubles, it 
had been hoped, would help to create some im- 
provement in market sentiment, but the es 
ment reached over Sunday between the Mneglish 
railroads and their we ve at and the further set- 
tlement reached today failed to exert any influence 
in this market. 


Traders Seem Distrustful. 


In their present mood traders: seem more in- 
clined to put their trust in any adverse influence 
upon the market than to count much on the effect 
of any favorable development. This is one of the 
results of recent market experiences and of the fact 
that underlying the whole of the recent decline 
there has prevailed a feeling of @iscouragement in 
quarters from which support is usually accorded 
to the market in periods of —_ unsettlement. 

This attitude on the part traders dees to 
accem interpretation which — put teday upon 
the news contained in dispatches from the west 
that the Union Pacific, in pursuance of a plan of 
retrenchment, was laying off a numberof men. 
The succeseful carrying out of this plan will mean 
that pet earnings will benefit to the extent to 
which these retrenchments offset declines in gross 
earnings. 

While the decision to cut down expenses concen 
trates for the moment attention on the fact that 
gross receipts have been falling off on the Union 
Pacific stocks as well as on many other roads, it 
also directs attention to the fact that by the heavy 
expenditures of the past the Union Pacific has put 
itsself In a position to curtall expenses at a time 
like the present. 

It is a strong feature of the poeltion of any road 
that it is able to adjust ite expenses to the volume 
of ite gross earnings. Of late wage increases and 
other increased expenses imposed upon the rail 
roads including high cost of material, have les- 
sened the ability to maintain the customary pro- 
portion between gross earnings and expenses. 


Will Balk Inference. 


If the Union Pacific, through the retrenchment 
plan now being put into effect, can adjust its 
expenses to its current gross receipts, it will ac- 
complish a result directly opposite to the infer- 
ences which were belng drawn on ‘he stock ex- 
change from the news of retrenchment. 

The decline in grog earnings which has called 
for this policy of retrenchment is not a a new 
development, and the road's purpose to curtail 
expenses is by way of applying a cure for the loss 
in business. The cure lies within the power of the 
company's management. 

If yesterday's expectations are fulfilled, congress 
will adjourn today, and temporary relief will be 
had from one of the adverse influences under which 
the market has been resting. The action of the 
market today, however, contained no suggestion 
that the financial community was attaching special 
importance to the mere adjournment of congress. 

Doutbless the reason for this wae that the close 
of the special session brings with it no indication 
that the coming regular session will put an end to 
the congressional activities which have been dis- 
turbing sentiment in the financial district, unless, 
indeed, the idea embodied in the commission pro- 
posed by Representative Littlejohn and in one or 
two other similar proposals gains sufficient head- 
way between now and December to hold out the 
hope that the question of corporation regulation 
will be at the regular session considered construc- 
tively rather than destructively.
